closed this morning. The

has 


seven branches. O, H. Cheney, state 
superintendent of banks, has 
taken 


possession of the bank. 


The assets and liabilities of the bank 


have not been made 
known. 
Supt. 


Cheney has issued the following state- 
ment:

"As a result of an examination of the 


Union bank of Brooklyn by the bank- 
ing department a meeting of its direc- 
. tors was held Monday evening at the 
office of this department to 
consider 


whether the bank was not in an unsafe 
condition because of certain of its as- 
sets, for tho character of 
which the 


present management is not responsible. 


"After deliberation the board reached 


tlie conclusion that the bank 
should 


not continue its business. The board, 
accordingly, requested its officers to 
take action. In pursuant with provi- 


sions in the baking law the superin- 
tendent has taken possession of 
the- 


corporation." 


The president of the Union bank of 


Brooklyn. Is Edward M. Grout, former 
comptroller oi' the city of New York. 
The

has 
a 
capitalization of 


51,000,000 with deposits of over $5,000,- 
000.

Supt. Cheney 
would 
not 
indicate 


whether the bank's difficulties had been 
caused by bad loans or indifferent in- 
vestments. He said that a statement 
would probably be forthcoming after 
a. further examination 
of 
the 
bank 


books had been made. 


The Union bank took over the busi- 


ness of the Mechanics & Traders bank 
of Manhattan which closed over two 
years ago. 


The bank's predicament had little af- 


fect on the stock exchange as the In- 
stitution was said to be only a small 
lender of money on stock exchange col- 
lateral. 


He Committed Suicide in Emer- 


gency Hospital by Taking Gas 


Martin Earle, aged about 46 yeara, 


was found dead in bed in a room at 
the 
Emergency 
hospital 
in Tyler 


street shortly before eight o'clock this 
morning. Death was due to gas poison- 
ing, Earlc haying deliberately 
ended 


his life by inhaling 
gas 
through

tube which he hod attached to a. gas 
bracket on the side of the wall. Death 
must have, occurred some 
time 
be- 


tween eight o'clock and midnight last 
night, though it seems to 
be rather 


strange' that the body was not discov- 
ered .until eight o'clock this morning. 


It is thought that Earle brooding 


over.marital troubles and an affliction 
from which ho was suffering decided 
to end his life. 


When found in bed this morning a 
sas tube which had been used on a 
sterilizing tank in the operating room 
on the floor below was found wound 
twice around the man's head. One r.f 
the ends was attached to the gas jot 
while the other was inserted 
In 
hjs 


mouth and Earle's lifeless 
hand was 


holding the tube in position. 


The body was removed to the 
IM- 


ncral parlors of Undertakers James F. 
O'Donnell & Sons. 
Had Been Despondent 


Last spring while working for a man 


named Eaton near Golden Cove in 
Chelmsford. he received a fracture of 
two ribs and went to the Emergency 
iiospital 
for 
treatment. 
Ho, had but 


very little money at the time and after 
ho was able to go about he asked Dr. 
Will Corbett McLean, of the Emer- 
gency hospital if he could not stay 
around there and do chores for 
his 


keeping. 
The doe.tor was willing and 


kept him for ciuite a while, but when 
Earlc started drinking, 
Dr. 
McLean 


told the man he -would have to leave 
the place. 


Earle then secured a job in the Mas- 


sachusetts mills, but lost it as a re- 
sult of overindulgence In liquor. 


Last Friday Earle called at the hos- 


pital and told the doctor ho was feel- 
Ing ill and needed treatment. Exami- 
nation showed that the man was suf- 
fering from a hernia. He was receiv- 
ing treatment, but was able to do odd 
jobs about tho place and Dr. McLean 
knowing -that if the man would not 
drink he would be 
a. handy person 


around the hospital decided to allow 
him to remain there.

Sunday the man seemed to be great- 


ly improved and yesterday he was ap- 
parently all right other than that he 
had several crying spells. 
> Dr. McLean who Is a professor at 
Tufts college, in Medford, arrived in 
Lowell last night on the 8.08 train, and 
going to the hospital asked how Earle 
was feeling. 
He was told that Earle 


had retired about 7.30 o'clock. Inas- 
much as Earle occupied a room next 
to the bathroom and that the latter 
room had been visited several times I 
during the n'ight by different persons 
and nothing out of the ordinary was 
noticed his room was not visited until 
this morning. 
Dead For Hours 


Shortly before 
eight 
o'clock

morning- one of the attendants at the 
hospital went to Earlo's room for the 
purpose of ascertaining why 
ho 
had 


not been down to breakfast and upon 
entering the room found him lying in 
befl with the gas tube in his mouth. 
Life was extinct and 
probably 
had 


been for a number of hours. 


The hospital authorities 
say 
that 


Earle has a wife living in Chelmsford 
and hns n son, Edward, and a daugh- 
ter, Edith, living in this city.

need it.

AGE OF^ HORSE 


How to Determine It 


Is Explained 


(Continued from last Tuesday) , • 


The central nippers are considerably 
worn and tho" next pair arc beginning 
.to' show the mark of age. The tueh 
has now protruded and Is fully half 
an ..inch In height, and has a' rounded 
'prominence with grooves on the inaide. 
•At five years the horse's mouth Is a'- 
most perfect. 
At six years tho ma K 


'on the two'central nippers is ontlrrly 
worn out,' and on the next pair the 
'mark Is ..shorter, broader and fainter, 
and on the corner pair the edges or 
the enamel are more regular, the sur- 
face is a little rubbed or worn 
but 
only on -the exterior edge. The tush 
has attained its full growth, projects 
outward., concave within, growing to 
a., point, . the 
extremity 
somewhat 


curved. 
At seven years the mark is 
not only worn out from the two cen- 
tral nippers and consequently on the 
two next, but is fast wearing away on 
the two corner teeth. 
The.tush also 
begins to show change. The point and 
edges are rounded but at eight years 
the tush Is rounded in every way. The 
mark has 
disappeared from all tho 


bottom nippers, and nearly so from 
the top. All the teeth are worn, but 
the central one is still large and re- 
tains s6me of its blackness. There is 
nothing remaining on the bottom nip- 
pers that 
can 
show the age of the 


horse at all reliable. 
The upper nip- 
pers may give indications but nothing 
certain. 
' After the age of eight years there 
are no points that will determine.the 
age with accuracy. The horse that is 
fed on corn .will appear older than the 
oho that Is fed .on oats and soft food. 
At nine .years the nippurs 
show 
a 
most rounded appearance. 
Little re- 


mains of the dental bone, hut begins 
to show the dental star. At ten years 
the same change on the middle ones. 
At eleven the same change on the cor- 
ner ones. At twelve the corner teeth 
are round arid the dental hone very 
apparent 
throughout. 
At 
thirteen 


there is a total disappearance of the 
interior enamel. 
From fourteen 
to 


seventeen they assume a 
triangular 


form. 
The central ones at fourteen 


and the middle ones at fifteen and the 
corner ones at sixteen. 
At eighteen 
this triangular 
shape 
grows longer, 


and becomes radically contracted. 


At six years the teeth are short and 


flat, gums extending across them fu1! 
and nearly straight; passing eight the 
gums recede or shrink away from the 
teeth making them appear longer; at 
ten this Is very noticeable; while pass- 
ing twelve the gum shows almost u 
pointed contact with the center of the 
teeth; at eighteen to 
nineteen 
the 
gums are drawn hack much sharper, 
leaving the teeth longer and nar:-ower 
in appearance. 
With increased age, deep hollows 


above the eyes will appear 
find the 


lower 
lip 
hang 
down 
perceptibly. 


Sometimes teeth are "bishoped," 
cut 


down by saw or file, or cutting ma- 
chines, to deceive as to the age of a 
horse, quite old horses being made to 
appear eight to nine. 
In trading- or 


buying, one should exercise care in the 
study of the animal's age. 


The teeth of the horse require fre- 


quent attention. 
Shorten 
with 
the 


rnsp the lower incisors and tho cor- 
ners of the upper molars, and inner 
side of lower teeth to keep your horse 
In good feeding condition.

infringement on the practice of medi- 
cine and that the proposed legislation 
is a "vicious attempt to lower medi- 
cal standards." The 
Massachusetts 


Optical society are 
the 
petitioners; 


they seek to regulate the practice of 
optometry hy establishing a board of 
examiners nnd 
registration. 
While 


they cannot legislate anyone out of 
business, they seek to establish by lav/ 
a higher standard of proficiency, by 
exacting educational 
and 
practical 


tests of those who in future take up 
the science of optics, thereby making 
optometry a profession apart from the 
practice of medicine. 


The opposition to this legislation by 


the physicians was expected, as it has 
been general in every state where the 
•same legislation has. 
been 
enacted. 


The physicians, therefore, stand as op- 
yonents to higher education and pro- 
ficiency and prefer to 
continue 
the 


present evils of peddlers and fakirs 
who are. not amenable 
to any law. 


The open question between 
oculists 


and opticians is whether the practice 
of optomotry is a medical or mechani- 
cal science. 
The opticians of 24 states 


that have similar laws as those pro- 
posed have convinced their respective 
state legislature and 
governors 
that 


optometry Is a mechanical science and 
in no way medical; that it is a treat- 
ment of light and (fas no medicinal 
value. The physicians in every state 
have been in opposition and have lost. 


The same question and opposition 


arose between the dentists and 
the 


medical 
profession whon 
legislation 


for the 
regulation 
of 
dentistry was 


proposer!. The opticians seek to place 
their practice on the samo plane and 
In the same relation to the 
medical 


profession as dentistry now is. 
The 


bill now before tho legislature has been 
reported upon favorably by. the com- 
mittee on public, health and It Is the 
sincere hope of every capable and hon- 
est optician that It will he enacted.

speak at any church or clerical organ- 
ization in Rome.

Only profound sympathy can be felt for the city of Pittsburg in the 


disgraceful revelations of corruption among her elected officials and her 
business men. As a rule it is almost impossible to 
secure 
evidence of 


bribery, but in the PitUburg cases the officials who received the money seem 
to be tumbling over one another to tell all about it. 
The charges affect 


so many and such eminent men that everybody is astonished. The pi-ess of 
Pittsburg has not done its duty or such a state of affairs; never could have 
existed for a single month. It is n serious thing for a newspaper to charge 
public officials with corruption or the acceptance of bribes because the 
people who offer the bribes, being equally amenable to punishment, may be 
expected to deny the charge, unless some documentary evidence bo forth- 
coming that makes their denial worthless. The evidence has leaked out in 
Pittsburg and it has smirched the character of men in high station. Wo 
blush for the press of a city like PiHsbnrg that permitted such corruption 
to run riot without prompt exposure.

Two Men Figured in Tragedy at 


Trenton, N, J. 


TRENTON, N. J., April 5.—A trage- 


dy in which a man was accidentally 
shot dead, followed by the suicide of 
tho man who fired the fatal shot, oc- 
curred early today on -the platform 
of tho-Philadelphia & Reading railway 
station at Trenton Junction about five 
miles from this city.

is a "vicious attempt to lower medi- 
cal standards." The 
Massachusetts 


Optical society are 
the 
petitioners; 


they seek to regulate the practice of 
optometry by establishing a board of 
examiners 
and 
registration. 
While 


they cannot legislate anyone 
out of 


business, they seek to establish by law 


higher standard of proficiency, by 


exacting educational 
and 
practical 


tests of those who in future take up 
the science of optics, thereby making 
optometry a profession apart from the 
lirnctiee of medicine. 


The opposition to this legislation by 


the physicians was expecteu, as it has 
beeiii general in e:very state where the 
same legislation lias 
been 
enacted. 


The physicians, therefore, stand as op- 
ponents to higher education and pro- 
ficiency and prefer to 
continue 
tlie 


present evils of peddlers and fakirs 
who are. not amenable to any law. 
The open question between 
oculists 


and opticians is whether the practice 
of optometry is a medical or mechani- 
cal science. The opticians of 24 states 
that have similar laws as those pro- 
posed have convinced their respective 
state legislature and governors 
that 


optometry Is n mechanical science and
